Recommendations for elim i­ 
nating the positions were made 
by the township manager, Ron­ 
ald Z. Zweig, who presented a 
special government reorganiza­ 
tion report at last night’s com­ 
mission meeting.

Those to be dism issed 
and 
their salaries are: Ralph 
E. 
Linck, assistant plumbing offi­ 
cial, $6,675. 


Clarence W. Bixler Jr., Civil 
Defense director, $6,225. 


Charles Irvine, highway fore­

The salary savings amount to 
$21,700. Zweig said that an ad-; 
ditional $1,200 in m ileage and 
$1,000 for insurance and social 
scecurity would be saved by 
abolishing the jobs. The total 
savings amount to $23,900, but 
the township will save only $20,- 
600 since it will not receive 
$3,300 
federal 
reimbursement 
for the positions. 


Zweig’s 
recommenda t i on s 
were accepted by a 6-3 vote. 
Republican Commissioners Har­ 
ry W. Fawkes and Charles L. 
Worthington and Dem ocrat Jo­ 
seph Bellerby dissented. Anoth­ 
er Democrat, Larry Cerasoli, 
was not present. 


Bellerby and Worthington as- 
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sailed 
Commission 
President 
Jam es N. Kline for approving 
the firing of Linck and Irvine. 
Kline, however, said “this is 
not political. It’s no pressure 
m ove.” 


Bellerby charged Kline with

First of all. the affair will 
be nationally televised, and 
will serve to add a final note 
of gaiety to an otherwise long, 
dull c o n f a b for politicians 
from East to West Coast. 
Terrell h o p e s to make 
famed 
party - giver 
Perle 
Mesta, who has rented a home 
at Ventnor for the conven­ 
tion, look like a party-pooper 
with his Johnson shindig. 
Actually, Miss Mesta has 
invited Terrell to one of her 
parties down at the shore and 
Miss Mesta will get a special 
invitation to President John­ 
son’s party, he said. 
“I may get a few pointers 
for my party from Perle,” he 
said. 
Terrell, interviewed the oth­ 
er day in his office on music 
mountain, said there will be 
bands, a parade on the Board­ 
walk, a mixed ethnic group 
singing “ Happy Birthday” in 
several languages, climaxed 
by a Convention Hall double­ 
cake party. 
The affair, which should 
start in early evening, will 
wind up about ll p.m. Terrell, 
who was still working on de­ 
tails. did not disclose many 
of his prize surprises. 
Johnson, his wife and two 
daughters are expected to at­ 
tend the Convention Hall af­ 
fair, along with about 250,000 
well-wishers.
